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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR 
THE  YEAR,  1960. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  my  19th  Annual 
Report  which  is  for  the  year  1960. 

The  year  has  seen  a further  increase  in  population  and 
births  and  a continuation  of  the  excellent  progress  in  the 
])rovision  of  housing  accommodation.  Some  cause  for  dismay 
is  the  rise  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths  and  still  births  over 
the  previous  year.  This  undue  loss  of  infant  life  still  remains 
an  important  problem. 

Infectious  diseases  notifications  were  seven  less  than  in 
1959  but  once  again  measles  notifications  were  the  most 
numerous,  a mild  epidemic  commencing  in  the  last  month  of 
the  year.  Lung  cancer  cases  increased  by  8 over  those  which 
occurred  in  1959  and  I must  again  urge  residents  in  the  area 
to  desist  from  smoking  in  an  effort  to  combat  this  terrible 
scourge.  A table  included  in  the  report  shows  a steady 
increase  in  these  deaths  which  are  almost  entirely  amongst 
men. 

Although  only  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  and  no  cases  of 
diptheria  occurred  during  the  year  it  is  important  that  there 
should  be  no  relaxation  in  the  efforts  to  have  as  many  people 
immunised  as  possible. 

Health  Education  has  been  continued  by  means  of  posters 
throughout  the  district  and  displays  at  the  Annual  Show  and 
I am  optimistic  that  the  engagement  of  a Health  Education 
Organiser  would  greatly  assist  in  developing  this  modern 
technique  in  the  field  of  Public  Health.  To  teach  the  general 
public  how  to  help  themselves  and  protect  their  children 
coupled  with  present  day  health  legislation  is  a sure  way  to 
ensure  a decided  improvement  in  the  health  standards  of 
our  area. 

The  Chiropody  and  Meals  on  Wheels  services  run  by  the 
W.V.vS.  continues  to  render  noble  assistance  to  the  aged  and 
sick.  Excellent  co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  other 
voluntary  organisations  in  the  area  e.g.  N.S.P.C.C.  and  Familv 
Planning  Associations.  The  Citizens  Advice  Bureau  which 
opened  during  the  year,  should  be  most  helpful  to  the 
members  of  the  communitv. 
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In  conclusion  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
assistance  and  co-operation  1 have  received  from  members 
of  the  Council,  other  officials  and  my  staff  in  the  health 
department.

Population. 

The  resident  population  of  the  LYban  District  at  mid-year 
was  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  at  29,480  and  my 
figures  have  been  calculated  on  this  basis. 

Births. 

The  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  762  made 
up  of  396  males  and  366  females,  an  increase  of  53  on  1959. 
The  increase  was  made  u])  of  37  males  and  16  females. 

The  crude  birth  rate  is  25.8  per  1,000  i)0])ulation  and  the 
adjusted  rate  is  22.9  the  comparability  factor  being  0.89. 
Illegitimate  births  numbered  33  (15  males,  18  females). 

Still  Births. 

There  were  20  still  births  (12  male,  8 female)  with  a still 
birth  rate  of  26.2  per  1,000  live  births. 

Last  year’s  figures  were  13  (8  male,  5 female)  with  a 
rate  of  18.0. 
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Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  re^i^istered  was  245  which  is  31 
more  than  in  1959.  There  were  146  males  and  99  females 
{giving  a crude  rate  of  8.31  i)er  1,000  population.  The  adjusted 
rate  was  14.4,  the  comjKirability  factor  being  1.74.

HOUSING 

1 have  made  the  observation  in  previous  reports  that 
housing  is  no  problem  as  most  dwelling  houses  are  of  modern 
construction  with  usual  amenities  including  bath-room,  hot 
water  supply  and  inside  W.C.  Most  houses  are  semi-detached 
and  many  post-war  houses  have  partial  central  heating.  The 
only  remaining  street  at  Sweethills  is  now  empty  except  for 
two  owner  occupiers  who  are  not  prepared  to  dispose  of  their 
l)roperties  which  would  allow  the  row  to  be  demolished. 
There  is  a tendancy  for  more  houses  to  be  built  for  owner- 
occupiers  as  compared  with  those  built  by  the  Council.  The 
number  of  houses  built  during  1960  is  given,  with  the  figures 
for  the  previous  year  being  shown  in  brackets.

Improvement  grants  have  not  made  much  progress.  Six 
applications  were  received,  which  were  granted,  bringing  the 
total  up  to  33.  Only  one  certificate  of  disrepair  was  applied 
for,  making  a total  of  21  since  1957.  One  house  was  dealt 
with  under  Section  16  of  the  1936  Act  and  a demolition  order 
made. 
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OVERCROWDING 

Known  cases  have  been  abated  and  without  making  a 
full  survey  it  can  be  assumed  that  little  overcrowding  exists. 

CARAVANS 

During  the  year  the  “ Caravan  sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act  1960  ” came  into  operation.  Due  to  previous 
action  we  were  in  the  happy  position  of  having  no  caravans 
to  deal  with.  Only  two  caravans  are  in  use,  on  a building 
site,  and  therefore  exempt. 

WATER 

Unlike  the  previous  summer  there  has  been  no  water 
shortage.  Rainfall  was  30.06  inches  compared  with  15.66  for 
1959,  although  these  figures  will  bear  no  relation  to  rainfall 
in  the  catchment  area  in  upper  Teesdale.  Wolviston  Village 
is  the  only  part  of  the  area  where  the  supply  is  not  always 
adequate.  Complaints  are  made  that  pressure  at  times  is  low 
and  will  not  operate  upstairs  W.C.  cisterns.  The  complaint 
is  a long  standing  one  and  some  years  ago  a duplicate  main 
was  put  in  to  improve  pressure.  Evidently  the  result  is  not 
entirely  successful. 

The  Engineer — Supply,  Distribution,  etc.,  to  the  Tees 
Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board  has  kindly  furnished  data 
of  chemical  and  bacteriological  results  of  water  from  the 
Lartington  gravitation  supply.  River  Tees  and  Long  Newton 
reservoir  distribution  zone,  from  which  the  area  is  supplied. 
The  supply  is  from  Long  Newton  Reservoir  in  which  Larting- 
ton Gravitation  supply  is  mixed  with  one-third  volume  of 
River  Tees  derived  supply.  Treatment  of  the  Lartington 
Supply  is  by  slow  sand  filtration  followed  by  chloramination. 
The  River  Tees  supply  is  clarified  by  chemical  coagulation 
methods  followed  by  rapid  gravity  filtration  and  pH  adjust- 
ment and  chlorination.  The  blended  water  is  filtered  through 
micro  strainers  and  re-chlorinated  before  passing  into  supply. 
Bacteriological  results  are  summarised  below : —

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE 

Enlarging  the  existing  sewage  disposal  works  is  under 
consideration  but  staff  difficulties  are  likely  to  delay  the 
scheme.  The  position  regarding  sewage  disposal  at  Cowpen 
I’ewley  Village  is  more  encouraging,  as  a scheme  costing- 
some  £12,300  has  been  approved  by  Council  and  is  awaiting 
loan  sanction.  When  the  scheme  is  completed  it  will  be 
possible  to  connect  existing  ])rivy  middens  to  the  water 
carriage  system.

CLOSING  HOURS 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  law  relating  to  this 
matter  but  when  the  Offices  Bill  was  being  considered  it  was 
announced  that  the  Government  had  decided  to  introduce 
comprehensive  legislation  on  matters  outlined  in  the  Gowers 
Committee  Report.  No  doubt,  mobile  shops  and  vans  will  be 
brought  within  the  scope  of  any  new  Act.  The  problem  of 
closing  hours  should  be  simplified  and,  as  most  shops  now 
close  voluntarily  between  5—6  p.m.  there  should  be  no  hard- 
ship if  all  shops  were  to  close  at  a sensible  time.

A.  Milk. 

The  position  previously  outlined  has  been  maintained, 
that  is,  tw'o  Co-operative  Societies  and  one  private  firm,  plus 
two  very  small  retailers,  supply  the  whole  district.  The 
sui)ply  is  pasteurised  except  for  small  quantities  of  T.T.  and 
sterilised  milk. 

B.  Meat. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  slaughtering 
facilities  to  conform  with  the  following  Acts  and  Regulations: 

The  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958. 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958. 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty) 
Regulations,  1958. 

The  .Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958. 

In  accordance  with  the  Act  of  1958,  a slaughterhouse 
report  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
.Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  There  are  three  small 
slaughterhouses  in  the  area  and  only  one  butcher  proposed 
to  bring  his  premises  up  to  the  required  standard.  The 
report  was  approved  and  January  1st,  1961,  declared  the 

0] )erative  date.  Ftowever,  the  two  butchers  who  had  stated 
they  were  not  prepared  to  improve  their  premises  changed 
their  minds  and  gave  an  undertaking  to  do  all  that  would  be 
necessary  to  comply  with  the  regulations  and,  in  view  of  the 
limited  slaughtering  facilities  available  in  the  district,  it  was 
decided  to  accept  the  undertaking.  It  is  very  necessary  that 

1) utchers  should  have  adequate  facilities  available  but  there 
seems  little  prospect  of  a public  abattoir  being  built  in  the 
immediate  neighbourhood.  The  three  butchers  concerned  are 
first  class  craftsmen,  providing  top  quality  meat  which  does 
them  credit.  Under  these  circumstances  meat  inspection  is 
not  difficult  and  the  chief  cause  of  condemnation  is  liver  fluke. 
Tuberculosis,  once  almost  a daily  occurrence,  is  now  getting 
less  and  less  frequent.  The  following  table  gives  the  number

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The  Suninier  was  not  nearly  so  good  as  1959  a fact  winch 
is  reflected  in  reduced  attendances.

AIR  POLLUTION 

This  is  a most  important  matter  and  considerable 
attention  is  given  thereto.  It  should  be  repeated,  however, 
that  the  worst  effects  of  industrial  pollution  are  confined  to 
the  Belasis  Lane  area.  Houses  in  this  area  are  closer  to 
industry  and  the  consequent  dust,  grit  and  fumes  must  be  a 
continual  source  of  annoyance  quite  apart  from  any  direct 
injury  to  health  which  may  be  difficult  to  prove.  Depopulation 
of  the  area  has  not  been  started  as  provided  for  in  the  Town 
Development  plan.  There  would  be  difficulties  in  this  proce- 
dure but  the  problem  should  be  considered.  ‘‘  Fog  ” conditions 
caused  by  fumes  and  water  vaj^our  emissions  during  adverse 
weather  conditions  are  still  a considerable  nuisance  and  it  is 
difficult  to  see  how  this  can  be  reduced.  The  so-called  “ cat  ” 
smell  has  been  effectively  controlled  but  the  “fish”  smell  is 
noticeable  occasionally.  It  would  seem  that  the  manufacture 
of  amines  is  likely  to  give  rise  to  some  smell  as  extremely 
small  concentrations  are  noticeable  some  distance  from  the 
])lant. 

Dealing  with  domestic  smoke  is  a slow  process.  Since 
last  year  the  only  progress  to  record  is  that  approval  has 
been  given  to  No.  1 Smoke  Control  Area  which  was  published 
in  the  prescribed  manner.  Six  objections  were  received  and  a 
public  enquiry  is  to  be  held  on  the  5th  of  January,  1961. 

On  the  general  question  of  air  pollution  the  Tees-Side 
Clean  Air  Committee  has  continued  as  usual  by  holding 
meetings  in  different  areas  to  consider  the  problem  and 
stimulate  interest  in  all  possible  ways.  There  are  now  58 
standard  deposit  gauges,  17  lead  peroxide  instruments  and  3 
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daily  volunielric  SO:;  recorders  and  Cuinbiiied  smoke  lilters  in 
use.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that'  less  importance  is  now 
attached  to  the  deposit  gauge  from  a national  point  of  view 
as  its  principal  use  is  to  monitor  some  relatively  local  source 
of  deposit.  A new  national  survey  is  being  prepared  in  100 
selected  towns  and  villages  using  only  the  daily  smoke  hlter. 
This  instrument  measures  suspended  matter  as  distinct  from 
dust  and  grit  which  falls  out  in  a relatively  small  area. 
Already,  the  3 smoke  filters  in  use  have  shown  the  wide  dis- 
parity between  the  two  types  of  instrument.  On  Tees  Side 
average  monthly  deposits  for  1960  were  as  follows : —

A friendly  spirit  of  co-operation  is  evident  which  helps 
in  the  administration  of  the  Clean  Air  Act.  Mention  must 
be  made  of  the  valuable  help  and  advice  from  the  District 
Inspector  for  the  Alkali  Works  etc.  Acts.,  who  is  always 
prepared  to  work  in  conjunction  with  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspectors  concerned. 

The  following  is  a list  of  the  principal  sources  of  emission 
with  short  notes  on  each : — 

(1)  Pulverised  fuel  boilers.  There  are  no  improvements  to 
record  and  deposits  from  this  source  are  much  the  same. 
Large  quantities  of  low  grade  coal  are  burnt  in  these 
boilers  so  that  even  with  high  efficiency  dedusting 
equipment  the  odd  percentage  gives  rise  to  consider- 
able emissions.  Wet  washers  also  give  rise  to  vapour 
emissions  which  help  to  aggravate  the  overall  situation. 

(2)  Cement  Works.  Emissions  have  been  well  controlled 
but  the  multicell  cyclone  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report 
has  not  been  proceeded  with  as  it  is  thought  that 
similar  results  could  be  obtained  by  overhauling  the 
electrostatic  precipitators  and  installing  stronger 
electrodes. 

(3)  Coke  Ovens.  P roduction  of  synthesis  gas  from  oil  had 
an  unfortunate  setback  but  increased  production  by  this 
method  is  being  actively  considered  and  it  is  a possi- 
bility that  one  day  coke  ovens  will  not  be  necessary. 

(4)  Water  Gas  Plant.  The  remarks  relative  to  coke  ovens 
apply  here  also. 
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(5)  C.C.F.  Plant.  The  new  plant  continues  to  work  well 
with  emissions  dissipating  a short  distance  from  the 
stack  top.  The  old  C.C.F.  plant,  although  working  on 
an  intermittent  basis,  has  not  given  cause  for  complaint. 

(6)  Nitro-Chalk  Plant.  Emissions  have  been  well  con- 
trolled. 

(7)  Anhydrite  Dust.  An  extensive  scheme  for  dealing  with 
this  problem  has  now  been  approved  and  the  necessary 
work  commenced  towards  the  year  end.  This  should 
reduce  emissions  of  dust  during  crushing  and  loading 
of  this  material. 

(8)  Amines  Plant.  Generally  this  nuisance  has  been  kept 
in  control  but  as  previously  pointed  out  the  nuisance 
potential  from  this  material  is  very  considerable. 

(9)  Sulphuric  Acid  Plant.  For  some  years  emissions  from 
two  plants  have  been  quite  reasonable  but  it  is  my 
impression  that  steadily  the  amount  of  “ fume  ” is 
increasing.  The  matter  is  being  pursued  and  it  is  hoped 
that  improvements  will  be  made  which  will  reduce  the 
visible  emission  from  this  source. 

(10)  Paint  Pigment  Process.  Measures  taken  within  the 
last  two  years  appear  to  be  very  effective ; the  taller 
chimney  in  particular  is  taking  emissions  away  from 
ground  level  and  so  preventing  complaints  from  this 
source.  Further  improvements  are  being  considered 
with  a view  to  dealing  with  occasional  fumes  from  a 
chemical  reactor  process. 

(11)  Electricity  Power  Station.  Unfortunately,  this  station 
has  not  always  maintained  the  extremely  high  effici- 
ency which  has  been  a notable  feature  since  the  station 
was  commissioned.  Some  trouble  has  been  experienced 
with  the  precipitators  but  possibly  the  real  cause  has 
been  due  to  using  some  very  low  grade  coal  with  a 
high  ash  content.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

The  period  now  covered  corresponds  with  the  Annual 
Report.  This  is  a most  useful  service  and  its  value  cannot 
entirely  be  measured  by  cost  or  by  the  number  of  cases  dealt 
with.  One  aspect  sometimes  overlooked  is  the  personal  one 
where  the  presence  of  rats  or  mice  gives  cause  for  consider- 
able alarm.  In  such  cases  prompt  attention  to  the  complaint 
serves  to  allay  the  fears  which  many  people  have  for  rodents. 
Moreover,  early  notification  helps  to  prevent  the  possible 
spread  of  any  infestation.

DISPOSAL  FOR  THE  YEAR  1960/61. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 beg  to  submit  herewith  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Collection  and  Disposal  of  household  and  shop  refuse.  A 
separate  report  on  the  salvage  of  waste  materials  is  attached 
hereto.  Generally  speaking,  there  has  been  no  particular 
difficulty  apart  from  the  labour  problem  which  is  indicated 
by  the  number  of  changes  in  personnel.  This  is  only  to  be 
expected  in  a high  rate  employment  area  as  industry  offers 
better  inducements. 

A matter  of  unusual  interest  has  been  the  consideration 
given  to  the  possible  use  of  expendable  paper  sacks  for  refuse 
storage  in  place  of  normal  galvanised  metal  dust  bins,  and  it 
is  hoped  to  operate  a pilot  scheme  in  the  coming  year. 

Much  of  the  responsibility  for  the  smooth  working  of  the 
department  rests  with  the  foreman  and  1 am  pleased  to 
acknowledge  the  willing  and  competent  assistance  I receive 
from  him.  The  men  also  are  deserving  of  a word  of  apprecia- 
tion for  doing  a most  essential  job  in  all  kinds  of  weather.

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There  has  been  considerable  movement  of  men  with  36 
changes  during  the  year.  These  might  be  termed  “ floaters  ” 
as  distinct  from  the  regulars  who  stay  with  us.

A much  improved 
salvage  scheme  is  to  be  started  in  the  near  future  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  men  will  benefit  by  extra  bonus  which 
should  help  to  attract  a good  type  of  man  and  maintain  a 
more  stable  labour  force.  The  extent  of  sickness  referred  to 
under  “ Refuse  Collection  and  Salvage  ” is  indicated  by  the 
sharp  increase  shown  below,  and  an  increase  in  absenteeism 
is  also  shown ; figures  in  brackets  refer  to  the  previous  year.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  SALVAGE 

Over  the  year  T am  confident  that  an  improved  service 
was  maintained.  Fortunately,  the  winter  was  very  mild  which 
helped  considerably  and  the  only  difficult  period  was  during- 
February  when  a sudden  epidemic  of  colds  affected  half  the 
men.  This  caused  a severe  strain  on  the  remaining  men  but 
with  the  help  of  casual  labour  and  working  vSaturdays  it  was 
])ossible  to  maintain  a reasonable  collection. 

In  my  opening  remarks  I referred  to  the  use  of  ex])end- 
able  paper  sacks,  in  place  of  the  normal  dust  bin.  Sanction  has 
been  given  to  try  a pilot  scheme  of  250/300  stands,  which  will 
give  the  necessary  practical  experience  to  decide  whether  the 
scheme  is  suitable  to  rei)lace  dustbins  throughout  the  town. 
The  obvious  saving  of  labour  and  walking  time  and  improve- 
ment in  hygiene  is  attractive,  but  the  cost  of  sacks  and 
smaller  capacity  storage  will  have  to  be  carefully  considered 
against  the  many  advantages. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

We  commenced  using  the  Wolviston  tip  in  May  1955  but 
now  the  site  is  almost  completed  and  advance  arrangements 
are  being  made  to  transfer  to  a similar  but  much  larger  sand 
([uarry  at  Claxton  Farm,  some  two  miles  North  East  of  the 
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existing  site.  The  new  site  is  near  a main  road  with  good 
access  and  vehicle  travelling  time  will  gradually  be  reduced 
as  the  town  is  expanding  northwards  and  two  new  estate 
roads  now  being  constructed  will  reduce  the  length  of  haul 
and  also  take  vehicles  off  the  heavily  trafficked  A.19  highway. 
Refuse  is  controlled  by  use  of  a small  Bristol  bulldozer  which 
is  satisfactory  for  normal  levelling  work  but  a more  versatile 
machine  able  to  dig,  carry  and  spread  covering  material, 
would  allow  a better  measure  of  control  to  be  practised. 
Control  of  paper  during  periods  of  strong  winds  is  a difficult 
problem  but  suitably  placed  wire  netting  helps  to  reduce  the 
nuisance.

COST 

Attached  hereto  is  a copy  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Costing 
Returns  as  supplied  to  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment. Comparison  with  the  previous  year  is  not  easy  as  the 
town  is  expanding  and  wages  and  other  expenses  have 
increased.  Total  increase  of  net  cost  is  £2,110,  half  of  which 
is  due  to  increased  labour  costs. 

The  amount  of  refuse  collected  has  increased  and  the  net 
cost  shows  a decrease  of  2s.  7d.  per  ton.  Net  cost  per  1,000 
population  shows  an  increase  of  £60  but  compared  with  the 
new  census  figures  the  estimated  population  is  much  too  low. 
The  true  figures  would  give  a lower  unit  cost.  Net  cost  per 
1,000  premises  has  increased  by  £171  and  the  cost  of  emptying 
a dust  bin  is  now  lOJd.  per  week.,  It  is  of  interest  to  note 
that  income  from  trade  refuse  has  increased  to  £442.

The  above  is  a statement  of  expenditure  and  income  on  the  collection  of  waste  materials  with  details  of  the  previous  year 
for  comparison.  Salvage  consists  almost  entirely  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard  with  a small  amount  of  metals  and  textiles.  The 
kind  of  light  scrap  collected  is  mostly  old  dust  bins,  etc.,  and  not  easy  to  sell.  Salvage  is  closely  connected  with  refuse  disposal 
and  at  the  Wolviston  tip  we  .have  been  handicapped  by  baling  facilities  and  storage  accommodation.  Baling  is  done  by  hand  as 
electrical  energy  is  not  available  except  at  prohibitive  cost.  However,  the  existing  site  is  almost  completed  and  arrangements  are 
being  made  to  move  to  a new  tip  where  a larger  and  more  suitable  building  will  be  erected.  Electrical  energy  is  to  be  made 
available  and  an  electric  baling  press  will  be  installed.  A Salvage  Trailer  is  also  to  be  provided  for  each  vehicle.  By  these 
measures  it  is  expected  that  greater  quantities  of  salvage  will  be  collected,  which  will  benefit  the  men  with  extra  bonus  and  make 
the  scheme  self  supporting. 

Compared  with  the  previous  year  there  has  been  a decrease  in  salvage  collected  mostly  due  to  shortage  of  labour  caused  by 
sickness,  when  the  primary  job  of  refuse  collection  received  prior  ity.
